What became of the people who 
built the Cuzco ruins? Were they 
the ancestors of those stolid and 
down-trodden Indians whom one sees 
today peddling their rude wares in 
the market place of Cuzco?

The sudden fall of a whole ‘racé’ Is 
an event so rare in history that one 
seeks for explanations. It may be 
that not only the royal Inca family, 
but nearly the whole ruling class, was 
destroyed in war, leaving only the 
peasants, who had already been serfs 
under thelr native sovereigns. But 
one is disposed to believe that the 
tremendoug catastrophe which befell 
them In the destruction at once of 
their dynasty, their empire and their 
religion by fiéree conquerors, incom- 
parably superior in energy and know- 
ledge, completely broke not only the 
sptrit of the nation, but the self res.

is obvious that she considers they are 
as essential as war vessels for the 
maintenance of her power. 

In the matter of airships, Germany 
at the present time easily stands first 
They possess twenty, 
five dirigibles of the rigid type, and 
by the end of the present year will 
have thirty-two. And It ts signtfi- 
cant that the Zeppelin Company, which 
now turns out an airship every three 
weeks hopes to be in a position at the 
end of six months to double this out- 

ut. 
 Retnany pins her faithto the rigid 
type of alrship, and considers {It by 
far the best for war purposes, So 
convinced are they.of this that when 
we tried to buy a rigid airship some 
time ago the German Government Ve- 
toed the order, although they allowed 
us to purchase a Parsival, a non-rigid 
vessel. 

Some facts regarding the capabllt- 
tles of German air Dreadnoughts giv- 
en by the expert already mentioned 
provide an illustration of their dead- 
liness In time of war. Before an alr 
ship is accepted by. the German Gov- 
ernment it must have'done a trial trip 
of a continuous 1,500 miles at a speed 
of fifty miles an hour. As a matter of 
fact, eighteen’ vessels now in com- 
mission have a range of 2,000 miles. 
They can carry six tons of explosives, 
and at the present time are practising 
with apparatus which ean direct
